D0.M1N10N DAY. 

To-day the Dominion of Canada attaina 
its niunhodd. It i.-i twenty-one years of 
age. Tliia ia not a long time in the his- 
tory of a nation; yet in that time the con- 
federated provinces have attained a com- 
niereial and industrial status which is duly 
recognized by the nations of the world. 
For nearly half ^ centui-y the union of 
these colonies was the dream of British 
and Colonial atateamen. .Situalcdas they 
were, along the northern border of the 
Unitiiil Stali rt, which h;id rebelled against 
the Ci . ivn imd had mercilesaly expelled 
the loyal oil l/.eiia of Her Majesty from 
their midat, it ajipeartnl iilnio.sl inevitable 
that the provinces umat combine for na- 
tioiial ends ngaiiiat the aggressive en- 
oroachnieiits of their southern neighbors. 
On the other hand, these different prov- 
inces with diverse laws, hostile taritt's, and 
a different coinage, were nut able to 
achieve tlut success which was destined 
to be theirs if they would hut combine 
their political, commeicial and induatrial 
intereata. Passions and prejudices there 
were, lint the I'liioii became an aaaured 
fact, and though eventa have beclouded 
the political hiiriziiii ever since then, our 
Oominiuii liaa fun rs^cd out of all troubles 
in safely. Let paitizana declaim as they 
will, iit the heart's core the people of 
Canada are truly loyal to the Union and 
thoroughly resolved to preserve its integ- 
rity through the future. This fact has 
been so signally demonstrated at and since 
the last general elections that all doubts'on 
tliis point must be forever set at i-est. Not 
only did the union of the provinces secure 
one ]H>litical, one indust rial and one coni- 
.merotal syst«in for the northern liulf of 
the cimtioont, but as a rt^fjult of the union 
the varioun pal t.s (if I lie (vliole ure now 
lirnily iiiiileil by one complete railway 
system extciidiiig from the .Aljantic tn tim 
I'aci/ic.

The ea«lern ami 
western extremities of the Dominion ure 
now comparatively near together for 
counneroial puriwses- a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago tho Idea would have been laughed 
to E<^irn. This polit ical uiiiim has also 
paved the way foi- a more i^miplete utiion 
.jf thu various lininches of the relj|(ious 
liodies of the provinces'. The apirit 
i,f union baa drawn more close- 
ly together the bl^iiH'liea u( the 
C'atliolii,', of the Anglican, anil of the Hap- 
tiMi (Imiclii--, ..r the l>omiinoii, while n 
<:oinph't.e iniion has Itedn cemented in tim 
tiiae of Llm-JPresbylerian and Methodist 
ohurclies uf Caiutda. Such unioNs aa 
these, for more ecoiionucal and more ef 
lective religious work, have brought tlio 
foremost olurgymou of each denomination 
■ into most intimate rolatioualiip, one with 
the other. Old iirejudicoir have been 
hroken down. Mor« liberal views have 
guinwl a lodt'.imHit in theji' minda and 
hearta, upliffili),' not only the men but 
tho nation and leii/liiit,' to CBiiieiit am! 
solidify its jelijiious and wucial as well an 
its ifolitical coniuicl^ioua. Men have been 
J.k! to foeJ that thoy were not Ne« 
JiruiiKVviekmH, imt Ontarions, not British 
<Jolunibiaii«; but, lirst of all, Canadians 
ibearingallogiMice,to;tho British Crown. 
While such unionist seMtimenta have 
ibitM) deyeloi>inj{ quiotly aud H«.rJi«j» .«"* 



obtnuivelyfiu the public mind, the Dom- 
inidn has aohidved it remarkable progress 
in commerce, industry and wealth. True 
It is that we have made liberal expendi- 
tures in ordur to develop the resources of 
thu country, but it is equally true that 
the retufiis'.which we are even now re- 
ceiving, are but tho pledi^o of far more 
gratifying results in the near f\ituro. The 
Confederation of the provinces and the 
marked progress which has sincu been 
made have brought Canada very promin- 
ently to the notice of the Mother Coun- 
try, as well as that of foreign nations. 
Our unequalled situation as the shortest 
ccmuuercial thoroughfare between Britiiin 
and her markets in the east have given 
CMiada a prei'minonco amoni; the colon- 
ies which must make for our commercial 
and political advantage. Already tlicro 
ia a desire exi)reaaod by aome of the fore 
moat Engliah ulalosnien that the bunds of 
our present relationahip to the Empire 
may be still more closely drawn by means 
uf an Imperial Federation which shall 
work for the advantage of both. But 
whatever may be tho eventual outcome of 
an agitation in this direction, our geo- 
L>ia[iliical situation, our commercial inter- 
eala, our language, our Imva, mir religious 
aa well aa lUir national aentimenta and 
aspirations all tend at the present time to 
conlirm our allegiance to the liritiah 
Crown. Livin;^ in the enjoyment of 
peace aiul proaijcnty, with the national 
le.sson of the past twenty-one yeara to give 
US contiduiiue and hope for the future, all 
Canadians should, with grateful hearts, 
[iraise the God of nations, who is thus 
bicaaing us in our efforts to achieve our 
national destiny. Hurely it is time that 
the political enmities of more than u fifth 
of a century should be buried amid the re- 
cords of a forgotten past, while togutlier 
we give thanks for the marked progreaa 
and pi'jisperity which have thus far been 
vouchsafed to this Canada of ours.

Again wo advert lo the I'ee lK|iior 
license ease, becau.se wo feel that the 
matter cannot be permitted to reat where 
it ia. A grevioua wrung - an ontr«i,'e 
';;M.n the rights of s large number of 
worthy citi/ena Ima been committed in 
the name of law; and what is to be done 
about it? One hundred and lifty-niiie 
reaideuts uf the aggrieved precinct re- 
spectfully petitioned the Mayor and 
Council, but only to meet with scant 
courtesy, to be sneered at by aome of the 
aldermen, and to be tlippently told by the 
Mayor that it waa their own fault -that 
they aliould ha\ o petitioned agtiinst the 
issue of the license at the proper time, 
and that nothing could now bo done for 
theui. Now, What are the facts ( Time 
anil again these people petitioned aj^ainst 
the issue »f that very same license, and 
their laat petition was not many months 
old, as his worship very well knew. Surely 
these protests ought to have earned some 
weight, in the absence of any evidence of 
a change in public sentiment. It can 
hardly be refjuired of citizens that they 
ahould renew these petitions every three 
months, in order to protect theiiiiBlves. 
If so, citizenship in Vict<jria imiioses 
duties rather more onerous than moat 
persons would care to asauniu. The 
.Mayor, we observe, still seeks shelter in 
"Cloward Castle." He contends that, as 
chairman of the licensing court, he is leas 
than an ordinary Justice of the Peace — has 
less responsibility. It need hardly be 
pointed out that his worship is acting a 
very ignoble part, and belittling the im- 
portance of the position he occupies for 
the purpose of evadim; responsibility for 
a deservedly unpopular proceeding. 
When, lis senior judge, the Chief .Inatice 
pr-.isides in full court, ia he lea.s than a 
/juiDif judge ( la he thoio meroly as a 
Heiirn-bead, oidy to caat hia vole in the 
event of a tie V On the contrary, for all 
piirpoaea, he counts for mure than an 
ordinary member of the court. He is tiu^ 
head and mouth, and not only has a voice 
and a vote, but is expected to lead the 
bench in debate, and, by hfs presumed 
superiority in experience, knowledge, and 
piiwer,' exert a poj,ent intluence in shaping 
its decisions. Now we submit, and we have 
high authority for it, that when tin* mayor 
sits as senior or presiding magiatratu in khe 
Liciinsin;{ Coifr^ '(e occupiea a poai- 
tioii in il similar to that oc- 
cupied by tho Chief Justice in 
111.! iitliei' coui't. Instead of being leas than 
an ordinary .Justice of the I'eace, he is, or 
ought to be, more ; and hence it is that we 
conlfind his conduct in connection with the 
case under review is niost improper and 
wholly unworthy the chief magistrate of 
the City. This ia no quKalion of party or 
per.soiiality, or teiiipeiaiico. It involves a 
principle high and and sacred -the rights 
of the people; ai;d if we are not very much 
miatuken; thu [leijplewill make themselves 
both lu;urd and felt. Hut there comes up 
for ci piiaidoi iition a i|U«stion as to the con- 
st inil.ioiiality of 1 hu c.uirt by which the 
l-'ee liceii.-ie was graiil.oil. .According to the 
act, tho court niuat be couipoaed of " the 
" mayor or reeve, tho police magiatrate (if 
' any ) and any one or more justices of 
'■ the pmwe ffiiiiiUiU in »«c/i municipality." 
Now thu court W^Ph granted tho Foe 
license was unquestivnal^ly il)ogifl|y con- 
stituted, in.taniuch as a njagislfalo who 
reaiil*a I'Utaidc of the municipal limits wa i 
a member i.if that court and voted with the 
inajTiriry f/T) 'l.he granting of the liceime. 
Wilhont preainnliii^ tJ; l^ivo a legal opinion, 
we conlidently aasert, therefine, I htit any 
ag;.;rieveil citizen can cany tfiu cyao inln' 
^;olllt and liityt) the Fee license quashed 
ami that will probably bo the shortest, 
cheapuat and moat, ellective way out' of the 
dilliciilty. 'Pliat disposed of, the (Jity 
Council should be strongly urged lo ex- 
ercise the power given to it in the Act, to 
pass by-laws regulathig the issue of li(|uor 
licenses, rendering a repetition of the 
Nortji Street outrage impossible.

Some years aj^o in \frii'a a iletachiuent 
of troi>iis <'aiue to cuiiip on a level stretch 
of country, perfectly dry and dovoid of a 
suspicion of inoi.sture. lu digging; uji the 
ground Co arrange the tents a lish wils 
found as dry as a chip — a long eel like 
creature coiled in a ball and seemingly 
incased in a mud cocoon. The fish was 
sup]K>sed to be mummified and was taken 
as u curiosity and in the course of sevend 
wi'cks fell into the hands of a naturalist, 
wliii placed it in water. The mud slowdy 
dis.solved and soon the fish gave a gasp, 
then a convulsive struggle, like a sleeper 
awakening, finally swimming oti. 

Here was a singular example of a ftsh 
living out of water. It belonged to a 
group known as lung fishes, the mem- 
bers of wdiich have a peculiar faculty of 
migrating overland and of being able to 
C-xist not merely days hut months out of 
the water. At certain sciisons the lakes 
and iMtids of some lo<;alities in the dark 
continent dry up, and were it not for 
some provision xvhich enables the fishes 
to bridge over this time it is evident that 
many would be destroyed. Nature, how- 
ever, comes to the rescue, and, as the 
waters dry up, the fishes either crawl 
away to other streams or immediately 
descend into Ihe earth, where they form 
themselves into a round ball and lie in a 
senii-desiccated condition until the water 
conies the ensuing season. It is even 
Biud that fishes have been known to pass 
two consecutive seasons in this condition.
